Proof of Russia’s Sincerity. 

A few side lights were thrown today upon 
the discussion between Russia and Japan 
which are important in showing the honesty 
characterizing the efforts of both belliger- 
ents to reach a peaceful conclusion. As soon 
as the Russian government was informed 
that Japan objected to Paris and learned 
from France that she would not resent the 
holding of the peace meetings in some other 
‘capital, Count Caseini made known to the 
president that the czar would not insist 
that Japan should come to Paris. Japan, 
finding Chefoo unacceptable to the Russian 
government because of its distance and 
proximity to the zone of hostilities, notified 
the president that the United States seemed 
to offer the greatest advantage as a point 
of meeting. The president, finding that Rus- 
sian felt that the American atmosphere was 
not particularly friend@ly,;. proposed The 
Hague. Russia was agreeable to The Hague, 
but Japan declared she would net go there 
and urged strongly the United States. 
sia then gave proof of her serious intention 
to endeavor to conclude peace by informing 
President Roosevelt that she would have 
her plenipotentiaries come to Washington. 


Names Yet to Be Selected.

nations. The special counsel took the posi- 
tion that officials of the road couhkd be 
reached and punished for violation of the 
law. Attorney General Moody holds that 
the action of the interstate commerce com- | 
mission in compelling these officers to testify 
rendered them immune from prosecution. 

This interpretation of the Elkins law is so 
broad that he expected little to come from 
prosecutions which the commissioners rec- 
ommended. Moody believed the commission, 
in conducting its investigations, had put on 
the stand enough persons and interests to 
leave little territory unprotected for prose- 
tutions.
